Berlin Assais Invaders Reached Don 
On 220-Mile Front And Within 80 
Miles From Vital Stalingrad

the Don river on a 220-mile front, within 80 miles of Stalingrad 
at one point, and had inflicted a great “destructive defeat” on 
tho Russians. 
Tho Nazi command claimed an advance in depth of more 
than 200 milos since Hitler launched his grand offensive from 
the Kurtk-Kharkov sector two weeks ago. 
Under eesault from five directions, Marshal Benison Timoshenko’s 
Red armies fell back In stubborn retreat as the Germans captured Roe- 
torii, IOO miles south of Voronesh on the vitally Important Moscow- 
Rostov railway, and pressed simultaneously offensives against Voronesh, 
Staryi Oskol, Kantemlrovka and Llsicbaask. 
A bulletin from Adolf Hitter’s field headquarters asserted that 
80,089 Russians had beta taken prisoner and 1,007 tanka destroyed 
or captured in fighting west of the Don river from June 28 to July 0 
end claimed that “the enemy was beaten destructively”.

Pacific Coast Shipyard Uses 


Lottery To Help Sale Of War 
Bonds And Service Charities 


By DAMON RUNYON 


I 
N one of the big Pacific coast shipyards I am in­ 
formed, a weekly lottery is operated by some of 
the men with considerable success. The prize is a 
9500 W ar Bond and the chances are sold for $1 ca*11* 
but no idea of private profit Is involved. 
The num ber of tickets Is limited to 750 for each 
drawing. The bond cost* $377.50, and all over that 
■Mm taken in is given to the USO or to some other 
organization on a rotated list of war relief agencies, 
Every drawing Is a sellout The officials of the com­ 
pany know of the lottery and, I am told, look on it 
with favor. 
I have heard th at in W ashington a simple form of 
lottery known aa a rattle also involving W ar Bondi 
aa prise* is held a t regular intervals among govern­ 
m ent offioe workers. There la no doubt that many 
sim ilar drawing* are taking place In offices and 
plant* elsewhere throughout th* land, even in 
churches. 
As In th* case of the shipyards lottery, some of the 
drawings are for charity or causes connected with 
w ar work. But there la evidence at hand to indicate 
th at quite a num ber are tor the benefit of the opera­ 
tors, w ith W ar Bonds being used for prises u more 
or le u of a cover for the undoubtedly illegal phase* 
of these operations. 
THE fact that a lottery is for the benefit of charity 
m akes It none the less Illegal, as was demon­ 
strated to New York a couple of years ago when 
some high-clasa folks tried to run a sweepstakes for 
a worthy cause and get themselves In a peck of 
trouble. 
Postal and other governm ent oflcials are prob­ 
ably aw are of the present widespread nature of th* 
lottery enterprise with bonds as prizes, but are pay­ 
ing no attention to the m atter. This encourages my 
hope th at hostility to my idea of a federal lottery 
may be abating to W ashington. 
The lottery, lf conducted by the government with 
a minimum of expense, would raise 9250,000,000 per 
year, a conservative estim ate. I think the proceeds 
should be devoted to arm y and navy relief to elim­ 
inate the passing of the hat method now being em­ 
ployed to raise fund* for this purpose. 
Otherwise, the government should include the 
relief In regular appropriations. The relief problem 
will soon be monumental, and it will never be pos­ 
sible to raisa all the money required for the work 
through collections. 
Nor, in my opinion, should this relief be made de­ 
pendent upon the generosity of an already consider­ 
ably burdened public when an easy solution is at 
hand. 


F lottery was an experim ent in this country and 
nothing of th e kind existed bere, I would dis­ 
approve heartily of any governm ent ventures in that 
field, but the tru th is th a t the American public Is 
throwing billions of dollars yearly into lottery in one 
form and another, legally and illegally. 
The legalized pari-mutuels betting on horse racing 
th at prevails to many states Is a striking example. 
The states and eventually the government take a 
piece of the profits on this betting. But throughout 
the country there is illegal lottery from which only 
the operators profit and which in many cases is a 
sheer swindle. 
The numbers game and bolete, the sweepstake# 
enterprises which I previously have revealed in this 
column, and the numerous “club” drawings for cash 
prizes whioh are carried on in various cities coma 
under the head of Illegality, if not swindle. 
It la incredible that in many cities tbe authorities 
have no knowledge of these operations. They are 
attended by more or less publicity, word of mouth 
or otherwise. You can draw your own Inference from 
the probable knowledge and the continuance of the 
operations. Personally I think it is a good thing for 
som a of those authorities th at they have no Tom 
Deweys In their midst.

iRACTICAL folks who have been eating dandelion 
A 
greens all their lives a re n t going to be impressed 
w ith word passed along by nutrition experts that 
some weeds make mighty fine eating under the right 
circum stances. They’ve known it all the time. 
W hat always has baffled them, though, Is the 
question of the right circumstances. In the early 
spring when they go looking for tender dandelions 
nothing is quite so desirable as a lush dandelion. Yet 
they’d never think of cultivating dandelions in thsir 
own yards to satisfy tbe annual demand for dandelion 
greens. 
A weed is a weed. Or is it? Strictly, a weed Is some­ 
thing that grows wild and needs no encouragement. 
If M needs encouragement, it is a cultivated plant. 
But if a cultivated plant happens to be so robust 
th at it would grow without encouragement, It then 
becomes a weed. Silly, Isn’t it? 
The setup doesn’t seem to make sense. Take grass. 
Some kinds of grass grows without encouragement. 
Crab grass, for instance. So it’s a weed. Creeping 
bent grass, on the other hand, not only needs to be 
encouraged but m ust be spoon-fed and coddled. 
Therefore, it'a a cultivated plant. 
But tbe instant th a t tbe creeping bent ceases to be 
babied, crab grass calmly takes charge and gets 
along fine without any encouragement at all. This 
is a crime against civilisation, whose forces are 
thereupon mustered to put down the crab grass so 
namby-pamby grasses that can’t take care of them­ 
selves can grow in the sam* place. Figure that out. 
Under survival of the fittest, the weak sisters 
would be allowed to sink or swim. Some of them. 
no doubt, would manage to survive; 
then they 
would be weeds. The fact of tho case is there are 
some mighty handsome weeds, so It isn’t a matter 
of beauty. 
There’s evidence that man’s own perversity has 
more to do wRh it than anything else. It he can have 
a yardful of buckhorn or buttercups or dandelions or 
daisies, he. immediately wants Kentucky blue grass. 
If he can raise a crop of poke berries without flicker­ 
ing an eyelash, be wants to be surrounded with snap­ 
dragons. The things that come this way aren’t good 
enough. He must defy nature. 
Still, some good may come of it. lf food faddists 
start chewing ragweed and plantain, weeds will be 
taken under the wing of the nurserymen and the lady 
gardeners. You can depend on it, brothers and sisters, 
it won’t be long before they’ll have the weeds so 
weak they’ll have to be raised under glass.

Church SupportOfWar Effort 
Urged By Majority Of Clergy

PRINCETON, N. J., July ll—The role of the church in wartime 
is a controversial Issue which has stirred up heated debate among 
Protestant pastors and church conferences in many denominations. 
The Methodists, the Congregationalists, the Presbyterians, the 
Northern Baptists, the Friends—all have found some division of senti­ 
ment in their ranks.

Congregationalist conference, 409 
delegatee voted to support the war 
effort at whatever sacrifice, while 
ISS remained “convinced of the 
futility of war.*’ 
In order to discover what atti­ 
tude the members of the clergy 
throughout the whole country are 
taking, the Institute has conducted 
a special survey among a cross 
section of Protestant ministers in 
all the main denominations and of 
Catholic priests. 
They were asked the open ques 
tion: 
‘In general, what attitude do you 
think the church should take to­ 
ward the war?” 
Church la Militant 
The replies fall Into half a dozen 
main categories. The great majority 
of clergymen Interviewed about six 
in every IO, took the position that 
the church should support the war 
and give full cooperation to the 
government In the war effort. 
Most of the ministers and priests 
taking this point of view explained 
that whereas the church opposes 
war it feels justified in supporting 
an All-out war effort because this 
is a “religious conflict”, a war to 
preserve religious freedom. 
“We must support the war,” says 
an Indianapolis pastor reflecting 
the general viewpoint, ’because lf 
we don’t there will not be any 
church or religion or free way of 
thinking if the Axis wins.” 
Church Should Be Sanctuary 
A second large group of clergy­ 
men takes the attitude that the 
church can aid the war effort In a 
somewhat more Indirect fashion— 
that is, by giving spiritual strength 
to the people and maintaining 
morale. 
The essence of this Idea Is that 
the church need not, in fact should 
not, be a militant force in the war 
effort, but rather a spiritual sanc­ 
tuary and the provider of spiritual 
strength to the people. 
This attitude ie well summarised 
by a Baptist preacher in Los An­ 
geles who points out: 
“We have a spiritual mission 
more necessary than ever. But we 
do not intend to make the church 
a recruiting station or a Bond 
mart.” 
The next main facet of opinion 
among the clergymen interviewed 
from Maine to California is that 
the church should be the crucible, 
as it were, In which is forged a 
just and lasting peace. Those who 
bold this v^sw believe the clergy­ 
man’s main effort at this time 
should be to pave the way for a 
Christian peace, to guard against 
the development of hate and re­ 
venge complexes in his congrega­ 
tion. 
Think Christianity Must Live 
Closely akin is the view which a 
few take that the role of the church 
is to “keep the Christian spirit 
alive” In these times of internation­ 
al slaughter and brutality. Some 


think the beet way to accomplish 
this Is by giving practical aid to 
the relief of suffering. 
Finally, a small number, about 
one In every 50, say that the church 
should be loyal to the government, 
but “must oppose war as an evil.” 
Clergy Varies In Views 
Following are a few individual 
comments from pastors which re­ 
flect and describe the general 
thinking of the clergy on the war 
issue. 
“I think of the war as a surgeon 
'would think of performing a major 
operation—-it is regrettable hut 
necessary.” 
“In a nm# when religious free­ 
dom Is challenged the church must 
defend itself.” 
“I was bitterly opposed at first, 
but now I find a line drawn sharp­ 
ly between Christianity and pagan­ 
ism. Under these conditions, mili­ 
tarism is a necessary evil.” 
“I agree with the Major General 
who said, ‘Your business is to 
make mine impossible.’ I am In 
favor of war because there is no 
other way.”

Varied ways to examine tho 
heart. 
H EART DISEASE Is becoming 
one of the three or four most 
prevalent American diseases. This 
ie partly doe to the 
fact 
that 
Americans now live longer — long 
enough to get heart disease—and 
also partly due to the perfection 
of our means of diagnosis in recog 
oiling the different forms; few 
cases get missed, so they all get 
in the statistics. 
In fact tho oldest and still one 
of the best methods of objective 
diagnosis, the use of the stetho­ 
scope, was developed In connection 
with its use in recognising heart 
disease. The difference between 
objective diagnosis and subjective 
diagnosis is that in subjective di- 
agnosis the patients tell you what 
Is the matter; you can neither 
prove nor disprove it. If a patient 
•ays. “I have a headache,” there is 
no way on earth for you to tell 
whether that is true or not. 
Objective Diagnosis 
In objective diagnosis the physi­ 
cian tells the patient, lf a patient 
has a heart murmur, the stetho­ 
scope will reveal It and the doc 
tor la on safe and certain ground. 
Another Indispensable method 
of examining the heart in an ob 
jective way la the X-ray. It will 
tell the Bise of the heart, any 
bulges in the heart or groat ves­ 
sels. It tells things that the stetho­ 
scope cannot toll because there are 
oortalii limitations to tbs stetho­ 
scope. When a condition of the 
heart ie deep-set under layers of 
lung tissues, the stethoscope can 
not bring it to the examining ear 
I saw a patient the other day who 
ahowo4 great dilatation of the 
heart and groat vessels on the X 
ray, whereas three very competent 
physicians had just pronounced the 
heart and chest entirely normal. 
Bleed Pressure Apparatus 
Still another method of examln- 
log the heart is the blood pressure 
apparatus, which telle the cond! 
tlou not only of the heart but of 
the entire arterial system. 
The last of the great objective 
methods of examining the heart is 
what is known as tho electrocardi­ 
ograph. This la a very delicate 
electric galvanometer which Is able 
to record differences in electrical 
potentialities when a muscle con 
tracts. The heart, being a muscle, 
makes a record on the electro­ 
cardiogram 
which 
reveals 
the 
working of its muscular contrac­ 
tions. 
By these methods, the examiner 
can tell what is the matter with a 
heart often without even asking 
the patient a question. 
Picks Up Sounds 
The heart makes certain sounds 
during its contractions and relaxa 
tions and these are transmitted by 
the stethoscope. There are certain 
normal sounds and there are a 
number of abnormal sounds. 
With the X-ray the examiner 
can tell the exact size of the heart, 
Its position in the chest and wbeth 
ar or not it has any weakness in 
its walls. The blood pressure ap. 
paratus tells the examiner bow 
much work the heart has to do 
and how much work it la doing. 
The 
electrocardiograph 
tells 
whether the contraction wave of 
the heart passes over the right 
pathways, whether it does so In 
the normal time and whether there 
are any interruptions or irregulari­ 
ties in the contraction wave. By 
tbeae various means the examiner 
has an objective record of tho 
heart in action.
